The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fail to teach a server method that is implemented to centrally manage a roaming 
operation for the remote mobile client and the remote mobile client can perform 
application layer, client-server interaction with a network application server when 
coupled to a first wireless network access point and later when coupled to a second 
wireless network access point. Furthermore, in another independent claim, the prior art 
fail to teach handoffs implementation to selected wireless access points supporting 
previously unknown air interface protocol features, the wireless terminal apparatus is 
configured to : perform a data transaction with the remote roam-management server to 
identify to the roam-management server a geographical location associated with the 
wireless terminal apparatus, and in response thereto, to obtain wirelessly at least one 
software module to a software radio processor ... wherein the at least one software 
module is received from the remote roam-management server to allow the wirelessly 
terminal apparatus to dynamically roam onto a network that uses a second air interface 
protocol, wherein a complete set of program code used to implement the second air 
interface protocol was not present in the wireless terminal apparatus prior to the 
handoff operation.
